City moves ahead 
on river park 


Lompoc’s Santa Ynei River Park, the 
oldest pending project in the state of 
California, UxA a giant step toward final 
completion last night. 
In three unanimous votes, the City 
Council approved an extensive develop­ 
ment plan for a fifth of the park acreage, 
moved to acquire land for an access road 
and blessed an agreement with the 
county for construction of that road. 
Over an estimated five year develop­ 
ment period, a 45-acre wedge halfway 
between Highway 246 and the A Street — 
McLaughlin Road river crossing will be 
dotted with recreational facilities and 
blanketed wiUi some 350 trees of 36 
separate species. 
Designed for day use only, this green 
triangle will be set on high ground strad­ 
dling and overlooking the park’s 200 river 
bottom acres. The approved plans also 
call for turf, equestrian and picnic areas, 
parking for 120 cars, a natural area, a 
sand pit, a day camp, play areas and two 
vista points. Renderings of the future 
facility were drawn for the city by Rob 
Northrop, a recent Cal Poly Landscape 
Architecture graduate employed for №e 
summer with the city Parks Dept. 
All of the 45 acres of the developed 
area are within the river’s 100-year flood 
zone, which means that they can be ex­ 
pected to be inundated to some degree 
by floods every 100 years. The massive 
local flood of 1969, by comparison, was a 
75-year scale flood and would not have 
reached this area, city officials say. 
Access to the leafy developed area is 
to be via a northward extension of 
Sweeney Road, off Highway 246. After 
moving to acquire a strip of bluff 
property for this road, the couiKril last 
night stamped its approval on an agree­ 
ment under which Santa Barbara County 
will build it for $34,000. 
A rambling, river bottom area of some 
50 acres at the park’s northern reach 
(not pictured in drawing) will be set 


aside for motorcycle and motorbike 
riding, officials said. The City Parks 
Dept, is reportedly already cutting trails 
to dehne the cycle area and local 
volunteers have offered to ready It for 
the two-wheelers. Noise from this use is 
not predicted to be a problem since the 
closest residence is one mile away. 
Other remote areas will be devoted to 
equestrian tie up sites and riders will be 
able to guide their mounts over trails 
ranging Uiroughout the park. 
'The council last night imheld a July 17 
decision of the city Environmental 
Quality Committee that no significant 
environmental impact will follow the 
proposed development on the 45 acres. 
This means that an extensive en- 
vir(Mimental impact report will not be 
required. 
The area will be developed on a step- 
by-step basis over the next five years, as 
funds for it are made available. 
Ed Rodgers of 321 East Locust Ave., a 
member of the County Water Advisory 
Committee, suggested that the council 
consider spreading water ponds to other 
parts of the park to offer model boating 
and other recreational uses as well as 
percolation of water into the local water 
table. Community Development Direc­ 
tor A1 Autry said that these could be ad­ 
ded in the future. 
Originally funded by the 1966 state 
parks bond, the now venerable River 
Bottom Park project was stalled for 
years after the 1969 flood. City acquisi­ 
tion of river bottom land came to a vir­ 
tual standstill for years after the flood 
deposited silts on much of the property, 
lowering its value. The upshot of the 
depressed pr<H)ertv values was that the 
city’s bond allotment for the park was a 
little more than requir^ to buy the land, 
opening up the possibility Uiat some of it 
might be used to begin funding the type 
of recreational development approved by 
the council last night. 
School budget okayed 
despite tax appeals

Trustees of Lompoc Unified School 
District last night approved the 1975-76 
budget despite earnest and last minute 
appeals for a reduction in the tax rate. 
The trustees voted 54) to approve the 
budget on Üie motiwi of Richard K. Jaco­ 
by and a second by Barbara Berg. Before 
the vote, however, Jacoby said the board 
was powerless to use the so-called wind­ 
fall fund of $1.6 million to reduce the tax 
as someone suggested. He defended the 
budget but acknowledged the plight of 
older taxpayers living on fixed incomes 
and warn^ that grimmer economic days 
may be at hand. “ It’s a good budg^,’’ he 
said, “ but that doesn’t mean we can’t 
have a little belt tightening.’’ 
Jack Helman echoed the sentiment 
and added the admonishment: “ We’ve 
got to be serious about the belt 
tightening.’’ 
When a copy of the budget is placed on 
the desk of the County Superintendent of 
Schools this morning it will show expen­ 
ditures of about $17 million, $451,609 
above income, and a tax rate of $5.34, 
highest allowable by law. 
Appeals for a reduction in the tax rate 
came from John Beattie, former trustee, 
and William Fick and Edward W. 
Rodgers. Fick said he understood the 
windfall monies were for use on a “ rainy 
day.’’ “ Well the rainy days are here,’’ he 
said. Rodgers agreed that hard times 
have come and that the monies could 


very wisely be used to reduce the tax. 
Board president Gail Steiger listened 
quietly, then explained that the board 
could not use the $1.6 million to cut the 
tax because a superior court judge has 
ordered a hold on the money until a 
“ meet and confer’’ session with the cer­ 
tificated employe council on the use of 
the monies. 
In an assessment of the budget, Supt. 
Clarence Bloom said the district has 
been providing an excellent program for 
a reasonable tax. “ We’ll find this district 
will have one of the lowest tax rates in 
Santa Barbara County and one of the 
finest programs,’’ he said. 
Those declarations were immediately 
attacked by Peter VanDraanen of 1240 
Onstott Rd. VanDraanen said he was im­ 
pressed with the educational programs 
at the elementary grades but that he was 
critical of education at the secondary 
level. He said he was willing to pay even 
more taxes if he could be assured that 
the action would improve education at 
the junior and senior high school grades. 
Beattie’s appeal earlier was for use of 
reserve monies to cut the tax. He pointed 
to a beginning balance of $3.064 million 
as a potential source of funds. Joe 
Carlin, district business manager, said 
the reserves were lower than he wished 
they were for economic comfort. Later 
he explained to this reporter the beginn-' 
ing balance contained the $1.6 million in 
windfall monies; $140,000 in stores of 
supplies; $452,000 in accounts receivable 
and other restricted monies.

N ASA wind tunnel 
'blows up at Ames 


MOUNTAIN VIEW (U PI) - A wind 
tunnel used for testing the U.S. space 
shuttle blew up Tuesday night, causing 
extensive damage to the National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
laboratory here. 
The blast was apparently caused by 
failure of a steel flange in Uie wind tun­ 
nel, according to a NASA spokesman. It 
sprayed thousands of white-hot 
aluminum oxide pebbles like shrapnel 
through Ames Research Center, one of 
NASA’s key facilities. Several minor 
fires were touched off. 
“ The blast itself caused major damage 
to the facility,’’ a NASA spokesman said. 
The only reported injury was a 
scratched nose suffered by a workman 
diving under a table to avoid the hot fly­ 
ing pebbles. 
'The wind tunnel which blew up was 
described as a “ 3-V4 foot hypersonic wind 
tunnel of the closed-circuit blowdown 
type.’’ A NASA spokesman said it 
generates winds of up to 1,800 pounds per 
square inch and is used to test model air­ 
craft at 14 times the speed of sound. 
Much of the work at the center recent­ 
ly has involved the U.S. space shuttle 
program.

If the City Council and most downtown 
merchants have their way, visitors to 
Lompoc’s Bicentennial Flower Festival 
next June will find South H and South I 
Streets redeveloped and landscaped, eye 
catching street furniture throughout the 
downtown area and an offstreet parking 
lot adjacent to South H Street. 
The five-member city panel showed its 
support last night by unanimously back­ 
ing these plans developed by the Down­ 
town Revitalization Committee. 
Postponed by the council last night to 
allow coordination with other aspects of 
the downtown revitalization effort was 
$120,000 in refinishing and landscaping 
work on South I and South H. 'This work 
was to have begun next month and been 
finished by this November. 


Last night’s broader brush version of 
the redevelopment effort calls for final 
council approval of coordinated down­ 
town plans by this Dec. 2, beginning of 
construction on April 1,1976 and comple­ 
tion by June 15, just prior to the 1976 
festival. 
Also included in the timetable is a Jan. 
6 council public hearing on applying the 
state’s 1911 act to downtown sidewalk 
improvements. Under this act, the city 
may charge property owners for public 
improvements affecting them if most of 
the property owners favor the improve­ 
ments. 
So far, the majority of downtown 
businesses have either participated in or 
backed the revitalization effort. Some, 
including Braun’s Pharmacy, the Lom­ 
poc Furniture Mart, Moore’s Dept. Store 
and other have begun private refinishing 
projects to compleitient the public im­ 
provements. 
Much of the South H and I Street work 
will be financed with returned funds 
from the state gasoline tax. In a separate 
council action last night, another $89,000 
for downtown and other public improve­ 
ments and a housing rehabilitation 
program was requested from the federal 
government. Already allocated to Lom­ 
poc, the funds are the city’s first-year 
entitlement under the Community 
Development Block Grant Program. 
Receipt of the funds hinged on assess­ 
ments of the environmental impact of 
the various projects for which the city 
has the money earmarked. The council 
passed on to Washington, a Community 
Development Dept, assessment that 
there would be no significant en- 
virdnmental impact of the downtown 
project. This means a full environmental 
impact report need not be prepared 
before the city gets the grant money. 
'hie council approved this breakdown 
for the $89,000: $15,000 for the central 
business district revitalization program; 
$50,000 for public improvements; $15,000 
for a local housing rehabilitation 
program and $9,000 for contingencies. 
One dissenting note was sounded by 
Council woman Elinor Lefkowitz, who 
said that she has received calls com­ 
plaining of city outlays for the downtown 
area, particularly for wooden lamp posts 
and other street furniture. 
“ I don’t think I ’ll go for a similar 
project with block grant funds,’’ she 
said, qualifying her yes vote on the pre­ 
sent project. 
Mayor Art Scott said he felt that the 
improvements would create a “ unique, 
beautiful identity for the downtown 
which will draw shoppers and sales tax 
dollars. 
“ I can’t help but think that these 
dollars are being well spent,’’ Scott said. 
The mayor, a local realtor, said he does 
not own property in the downtown area 
but disqualified himself from voting on 


the downtown issues to preclude any pos­ 
sible charges of conflict of interest. 
To be pressed for completion “ at the 
earliest possible date’’ is a parking lot to 
be located at 135 South H St. on property 
owned by George Gransie and John 
Bradley. The 
pair, who also own the 
nearby Lompoc Furniture Mart, have 


agreed to reimburse the city over 10- 
year period for the construction of an off- 
street lot. with landscaping, on the 
property. The city will lease the new lot 
from the local businessmen and they will 
pay the added tax cost the improvements 
will bring. 
'The council voted to accept this agree- 


ment with the store owners and to 
proceed with plans to quickly develop the 
lot 
“ There have been efforts to have a 
parking lot downtown for 15 to 20 years,’’ 
said Councilman E. C. Stevens. He said 
the city owes a debt of gratitude to Gran­ 
sie and Bradley for their offer.

Way was in the hospital’s intensive care 
unit with a head injury. His brother, 
Terrance Reliant. 8. suffered minor in­ 
juries in the accident, according to 
authorities. 
The accident occurred at about 4 p.m. 
in the 400 block of Milky Way. Barry L. 
Haisten. 19. of 153 Aldebaran Ave., also 
in Vandenberg Village, and driver of the 
car was questioned by California 
Highway Patrol officers and released. 
CHP Officer Charles Harper reported 
that the tricycle with the two brothers 
swerved into the street and into the path 
of Haisten’s car. Harper said Haisten 
was blameless in the accident. 
One of the first to rush to the accident 
scene was Charles R. Goldsberry of 432 
Milky Way. Initial reports indicated 
Christopher was unconscious when lifted 
from the street by ambulance atten­ 
dants. The child was taken to Lompoc 


Hospital and then transferred to the 
Santa Maria hospital. 
Ironically. Terrance, who was also in­ 
jured. had left the scene and didn’t figure 
into the investigation until later. 
Investigators said the child left, either 


because of fright or because of the shock 
of his injuries He suffered abrasions on 
the left side of his body, according to of­ 
ficers.

Ford promises defense of Japan 
on anniversary of Hiroshima 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - President 
Ford today assured Japan on the 30th an­ 
niversary of the Hiroshima atomic bomb 
that the United States will defend its 
World War II enemy in the event of any 
“ nuclear or conventional" attack. 
Ford and Japan's Prime Minister 
Takeo Miki also agreed to keep a close 
watch on antagonism between South 
Korea — where some 40.000 U.S. troops 
are stationed — and the communist 
government of North Korea. 
“ The security of the Republic of Korea 
is essential to the maintenance of peace 
on the Korean peninsula, which in turn is 
necessary for peace and security in East 


Asia, including Japan." said a joint 
announcement issued by the White 
House after two days of official talks 
between the two leaders. 
“ The President reassured the prime 
minister that the United States would 
continue to abide by its defense commit­ 
ments to Japan under the Treaty of 
Mutual Uooperation and Security in the 
event of armed attack against Japan, 
whether by nuclear or conventional for­ 
ces." the statement said. 
It was 30 years ago today that a B29 
bomber dropped an atomic tomb on 
Hiroshima, killing an estimated 80.000 
Japanese 


Council upholds appeals 
board in officer's case

In the first city personnel afh 
peals case to be held in public in 
at least 10 years, the Ix>mpoc 
City Council last night ruled 
that a three-day suspension 
meted out to a local police of­ 
ficer will stand but that records 
of the matter will be stricken 
from his personnel file 
The 4-0 decision, which came 
after an hour and 45-minute 
debate, overruled the argu­ 
ments of City Attorney Alan 
Davidson and upheld the June 
19 recommendations of the City 
Personnel Appeals Board 
The case revolved around two 
incidents in January involving 
former Lompoc Policeman 
William Landreth In the first, 
Landreth was accused of using 
e x c e ssiv e fo rce in a p ­ 
prehending youthful motorbike 
riders and of endangering 
public safety in his pursuit of 
them. 
In the second, he was charged 
with attempting to disuade a 
security officer at a local 
market from going through 
with the arrest of a shoplifter 
That same month. Police Chief 
James Smith imposed the 
three-day suspension on the of­ 
ficer without pay. Landreth quit 
the d ep a rtm e n t sh o rtly 
afterw ard , denying both 
charges. 
At issue last night was not the 
suspension itself but whether or 
not it should be recorded in 
Landreth's personnel folder 
Landreth’s attorney. James 
Huseman, argued that the ap­ 
peals board had “taken their 
pound of flesh” by upholding 
the suspension. Recording it in 
the former officer’s file, he 
argued, would be an unjustly 
harsh punishment because it 
would dam age L andreth's 
future em ploym ent as a 
teacher. 
Huseman quoted department 
ratings of Landreth as “an ef­ 
ficient young man whose per- 
sonal and p ro fe ssio n a l

“He wants to do his job,”

Huseman noted that Landreth 
had also been ra te d as 
“unorthodox to some degree" 
and that records said he “tends 
to o v e rre a c t in c e rta in 
situations” The attorney said 
he thought Landreth had been 
“Monday morning quarter- 
backed” by Smith but that his 
client would accept the suspen­ 
sion if his record were cleared. 
“These are the two incidents 
for which the man is to be black 
balled for the rest of his life," 
Huseman said. In future 
employers’ eyes, he said, un­ 
professional conduct is “a very 
broad, sweeping thing. And I 
think to brand a man or tar a 
man with this for these two in­ 
cidents. I think would be sub­ 
stantially unfair ” 
D avidson, representing 
Smith, said the record should 
reflect the disciplinary action 
because city rules require it 
and because this is the real 
deterrent. Davidson added that 
to overrule the police chief 
would undermine his authority 
and have “a perplexing effect 
on discipline ” 
“These (charges) are for un­ 
professional conduct and we 
think that they should be 
revealed to another employer, 
p a rtic u la rly in law en­ 
forcement,” he said. 
“Three days’ pay and a repri­ 
mand means little. We think 
that a black mark on the record 
is the real deterrent,” he said. 
Davidson also quoted from 
L an d reth ’s departm ental 
records, but these references 
characterized the officer as 
having a "m ilitaristic and 
overbearing attitude in dealing 
with civilians, adult and 
juvenile.” 
After a lively exchange with 
the city attorney. Mayor Art 
Scott agreed not to interview 
Smith or other witnesses on the 
merits of the case. The lawyer 
said that if the council wanted 
to review the incidents cited in 
the case, it would be r^uired to 
pore over the transcript of the 
appeals board’s six-hour hear­ 
ing, postponing a decision on 
the appeal for a third time. 
Councilman Emil Scolari 
moved twice to do just this, but 
both motions died for lack of a 
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second. 
Two versions of the market 
incident emerged in the at­ 
torney’s remarks before the 
council. Huseman described it 
as a case in which Landreth 
answered a call at Scolari’s 
Market, encountered an excited 
market employe unknown to 
him and began to extensively 
inquire about the arrest of a 
shoplifter. The employe took 
exception to L an d reth ’s 
questimiing, Huseman said, and 
filed a complaint frtmi which 
Smith drew the conclusion that 
the officer had used unprofes­ 
sional conduct. 
Davidson's version was that 
the facts show that Landreth 
“went to great lengths” to pres­ 
sure the market employe into 
releasing the suspect and made 
a phmie call specifically to “get 
him off the hook.” 
“This is a pretty important 
decision to me and I don’t feel 
that the amount of discipline 
that was meted out to me was 
fair,” Landreth said. 
“I was just trying to do my 
job.” 
In a first vote (m the appeal, 
the council deadlocked 2-2 with 
C ouncilw om an 
E lin o r 
Lefkowitz voting against ex­ 
punging the record along with 
Scolari. Councilwoman Charlot­ 
te Benton disqualified herself 
from the debate because 
Landreth is a client of her ac­ 
counting firm. 
The unanim ous vote to 
stricken the action from 
LandreUi’s personnel file came 
after Smith, in an aside to 
Davidson, reversed his position 
and said he no longer (ibjected 
to having this done. 
“I see no reason why we 
should put an albatross around 
his neck for the rest of his life 
when it serves no purpose,” 
said Councilman E.C. Stevens. 
“If there are 100 applicants 
(for a jiA) and you see that (me 
line that says ‘misconduct,’ 
you’re not going to go any 
further than that,” Scott ex­ 
pressed. 
Ms. Bent(m, who was elected 
to the council in 1964, said there 
have been a scattering of per­ 
sonnel appeals since then bfit 
all of them have been held 
behind closed doors, as state 
law and city rules provide. Such 
hearings must be opened to the 
public, though, when this is 
requested by the appealing 
employe.

For sugar beet farmers in 
Santa Barbara, Ventura and 
San Luis Obispo Counties, the 
harvest that starts August 18 
isn’t likely to produce the 
“sweet” financial result that 
appeared in the cards at 
planting time last winter. 
TTie record high sugar prices 
that followed defeat of the 
Sugar Act stimulated a 117 per 
cent increase in sugar beet 
acreage in the three counties, 
according to Robert Winters, 
agricultural spokesman for 
Betteravia’s Union Sugar Com­ 
pany. 
With acreage up from 8,843 in 
1974 to 19,142 for harvest this 
summer and fall, both growers 
and processors are hoping for 
minimal delays. 
“ It’s going to be a long 
harvest under the best condi­ 
tions, but if problems occur it 


could be going on u n til 
Christmas, in turn setting back 
the optimal time for planting 
the 1976 crop,” said Santa 
Maria grower. Burton W. 
Sharer, president of the coast 
counties District 8 of the 
California Beet Growers As­ 
sociation. 


Both Winters and Sharer are 
predicting “normal” yields, ad­ 
ding that early tests suggest a 
crop somewhat higher in sugar 
c o n te n t 
th an 
a v e ra g e . 
Historically, yields in the 
coastal area top the state 
average, in the area of 30 tons 
to the acre versus 25.2 tons 
(1974 result) for the state. 
Growers and processors 
agree that, except for problems 
with the fungus, powdery 
mildew, the 1975 crop is a 
rem arkably healthy one. 
“Powderv mildew was back for

SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown Jr.. un­ 
der increasing pressure from 
educators and legislators, indi­ 
cates he will sign a trimmed- 
down version of a pending $172 
million bill to help schools blunt 
the inflation squeeze. 
“Obviously the schools need 
some money this year and 
maybe they’ll need some more 
later,” Brown said in an inter­ 
view Tuesday. "But I don’t 
think they are going to get it all 
in one scoop.” 
Assembly Speaker Leo T Mc­ 
Carthy, D-San Francisco, said 
he received a “ commitment” 
from Brown to approve the 
measure, but the governor had 
“ reserved the right" to reduce 
the appropriation. 
The bill (SB220) by Senate 
Education Committee Chair­ 
man Albert S. Rodda, D- 
Sacramento, calls for $115 
million in extra state aid for 
low wealth schools, roughly $28 
per student, and $57 million 
more from local property tax­ 
payers for higher wealth dis­ 
tricts. 
Brown had generally resisted 
the bill, and recently said that 
requests for additional school 
money would be met with 
reform demands for increased 
performance. 
But educators, who must 
complete their budget planning 
by the end of next week, warned 
that without some extra finan­ 
cial help, there would have to 
be cutbacks in classroom and 
extracurricular programs this 
fall 
Press Secretary Bill Stall ex­ 
plained that after a month-long 
look at school financing. Brown 
“ has learned considerably 
more about the financial 
problems of schools.” 
The Democratic governor 
was not specific about how 
much he might cut before sign­ 
ing the measure, except to 
refer to a previous agreement 
in favor of a $142 million school 
aid package. That would 
amount to $88 million in extra 
.state aid. or about $21 per stu­ 
dent in low wealth districts, and 
million in additional local 
property taxes for richer 
schools. 
McCarthy and other legisla­ 
tive leaders said they believed 
Brown would not use his blue- 
pencil veto power to reduce the 
tppropriation by any more than 
142 million. 
The measure is scheduled for 
a final vote in the Assembly 
Thursday. Both Democrats and 
Republicans predicted passage. 
The Senate reversed an 
earlier rejection of the measure 
and approved it overwhelming­ 
ly on Monday. Democrats punc­ 
tuated their belief that schools 
were in desperate financial con­ 
dition by warning of an override 
attempt if Brown rejected the 
bill. TTie vote was 32-4. 
In the interview. Brown also 
said he would unveil “ in 
general terms” his much talked 
about educational reform 
proposals when he acts on the 
school aid bill. 
‘i ’ll set forth some general 
ideas on where I think we ought 
to direct our attention,” Brown 
said. 


The school aid bill already in­ 
cludes one major Brown revi­ 
sion — a reduction of 20 per 
cent in state aid to summer 
schools. This would amount to a 
cutback in state spending of 
about $32 million next year.

Record year seen 


for Bubonic Plague 


FORT COLLINS, Colo. (UPI) 
— Bubonic plague is the “ Black 
Death” that killed millions in 
Europe in the Middle Ages. 
Now. U.S. health officials say, 
there are indications this will 
be a record year for the disease 
in the United States. 


Ten cases and two deaths 
from bubonic plague already 
have been reported. 


“ We know plague is cyclical 
in the wild rodent population in 
the West, although we don’t 
know why,” said Dr. Allan 
Barnes, superintendent of the 
Com m unicable 
D isease 
Center’s plague branch. 
“ That means plague is more 
frequent among rodents every 
five or six years. On the basis of 
that, we could have predicted 
this would have been a high 
year.” 
Bubonic plague normally is 
transmitted by fleas which ride 
on rodents such as rats. 
Barnes said 1970, with 13 con­ 
firmed cases of plague, was the 
record year in the United 
States. 
New Mexico has reported five 
cases this year, including the 
death this week of a 3-year-old 
Navajo Indian girl. The other 
fatality was in California. 
Arizona has had three con­ 
firmed cases, and one each was 
reported in Utah and Califor­ 
nia. 
Barnes attributed the high 
rate in New Mexico to in­ 
adequate sanitary facilities and 


primitive lifestyles on Indian 
reservations. 
“ If people live in homes with 
few modern facilities and ro­ 
dents get in at will, that’s a big 
factor right there.” he said. 
Barnes also said the Moraine 
Campground in Rocky Moun­ 
tain National Park had been 
closed following discovery of 
two plague-infected squirrels 
Monday. 
“ One squirrel was sick and 
the other was dead,” he said 
“ The campground is closed 
right now and we’re checking 
other campgrounds.” 
Barnes said the infected 
animals were discovered dur­ 
ing a routine check for tick 
fever. Traces of plague were 
discovered earlier in rodents 
found on the edge of Fort 
Collins, but Barnes said human 
plague was relatively rare. 
New Mexico officials blamed 
the death of Charlene Brown on 
late diagnosis. The girl, who ap­ 
parently contracted the dis­ 
ease from a flea brought into 
her home on a dead mouse 
caught by a family pet, was 
treated Saturday at the Indian 
Health Service outpatient 
clinic. 
She was released but was 
brought back Monday by her 
parents, who failed to tell doc­ 
tors an emergency existed. 
After about 30 minutes, the 
girl’s condition worsened and 
her parents took her to 
McKinley General Hospital in 
Santa Fe, where she died.

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SACRAMENTO (U P I) - 
Plumas County, which is trying 
to drop out of federal and state 
social service welfare pro­ 
gram s, says half of its 
recipients “ realistically” 
should not be receiving govern­ 
ment aid 
County officials, whose ef­ 
forts to withdraw from the 
welfare programs have been 
blocked in court, Tuesday 
reiterated their desire for a 
“ pilot” welfare program 
designed to provide adequate 
assistance to persons who truly 
need it. 


But Chairman Leonard Ross 
of the county board of super­ 
visors told an Assembly 
welfare subcommittee hearing 
on the county’s welfare protest 
that specific proposals “ would 
be a long time coming” because 
the county is understaffed. 


The supervisors voted May 27 
to withdraw from eight of 11 
separate social service pro­ 
grams These are such things as 
family planning services, home 
care for children and others, 
but not the actifal welfare or 
Medi-Cal programs. 
The state obtained a prelimi­ 
nary injunction blocking the 
withdrawal for fear California 
would lose federal welfare as­ 
sistance if all counties did not 
participate in required social 
service programs. 


Plumas County Welfare Di­ 
rector Mona J. Green said the 
county surveyed 75 recipients in 
the Aid to Families With 
Dependent Children category 
and found that 36 were 
“ technically and legally eligi­ 
ble. but in Plumas County we 
say they are not realistically 
eligible." 
The 36 included five cases 
where an adult male was living 
with a welfare mother but not 
supporting the family. There 
were six more fathers not sup­ 
porting step-child ren, 13 
employed mothers who re­ 
ceived welfare despite their 
jobs, and two pregnant women 
who were receiving assistance 
for two persons instead of one. 


Ross, a retired Portola meat- 
cutter. said he believed “ lots" 
of abled bodied men were living 
on the dole when they could and 
should be out working. 
But Ralph Abascal, an at­ 
torney for the California Rural 
Legal Assistance, told the com­ 
mittee: 
“ Constant rabble- 
rousing about lazy welfare 
recipients gets us nowhere.” 


He said Plumas County has 
5.24 per cent of its population on 
AFDC assistance, compared 
with the statewide average of 
seven per cent although its un­ 
employment is twice the state 
average. 


“ I think Plumas County ought 
to consider itself well off with 
an AFDC rate of 5.24 per cent.” 
said Abascal. who also stated 
that the county has one of the 
lowest tax rates in the state.

costs of milk 
in 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) 
California milk drinkers were 
undercharged during a recent 
nine-month period and over­ 
charged for only three months, 
according to the state Depart­ 
ment of Food and Agriculture 
The department Monday is­ 
sued a report to respond to 
charges contained in a January 
1975 report by recently-fired 
Legislative Auditor General 
Harvey Rose, who contended 
the department last year made 
a $55 million mistake in favor of 
dairymen, an “ undetermined 
amount of Which represents an 
overcharge to consumers." 
Rose said the error occurred 
when the department computed 
milk producer costs before it 
granted them a five-cent per 
half gallon price increase April 
1. 1974 
The department’s report was 
issued just 24 hours after four 
consumer groups filed a lawsuit 
in San Francisco to obtain state 
documents to show whether 


consumers were uveicharged 
the $55 million 
The department said milk 
drinkers were undercharged 
during November 1973 through 
October 1974 except for the 
months of April, May and June 
1974 when they were overchar- 
ged. 
The report said the under­ 
charge was the result of 
production cost increases which 
were not met with milk price 
increases. 
It said the net result was that 
“ consumers were actually un­ 
dercharged about $1 million 
(not overcharged $55 million) 
from November 1973 through 
October 1974 ’’ 
The department said it con­ 
cluded the auditor general 
“ correctly identified" that the 
price increase resulted in an 
overcharge in April. May and 
June 1974 
But it said increased produc­ 
tion costs during the latter half 
of last year justified the price 
increase. 


Hussein 


warns of 


disaster 
AMMAN. Jordan (UPI) - 
King Hussein of Jordan says 
“ fresh disaster” looms in the 
Middle East and war is likely 
unless current peace efforts 
between Egypt and Israel soon 
produce a new settlement. 
In a candid, hour-long inter­ 
view with UPI at his Basman 
Palace Tuesday, Hussein, 
speaking in low. even times, dis­ 
cussed his fears of a new Arab- 
Israeli war that would involve 
Jordan and his efforts to arm 
his tiny kingdom 
Hussein said he would ap­ 
proach other nations — includ­ 
ing the Soviet Union — if 
Congress rejects his request for 
$350 million in American-made 
Hawk missiles and other 
weapons He said such a move 
would leave U S-Jordanian 
relations “ very adversely 
affected " 
Hussein said the Middle East 
was “ fast approaching" the 
point when Arabs will lose their 
hope for a new peace settle­ 
ment and the region will begin 
to accelerate “ the drift toward 
war.” 
“ Time is fast running out and 
if we keep on going the way we 
have then I see a fresh disaster 
that would not only involve the 
area but would affect the world 
as a whole.” Hussein said 
Hussein kept Jordan out of 
the 1973 Middle East War main­ 
ly because he did not have a 
defensive missile system to 
protect his country against 
Israeli air strikes 
But. Hussein said, the part of 
Jordan east of Israel would 
almost certainly “ be in the 
center” of any new war 
because his country has the 
longest border and the most 
strategic front with the Jewish 
state. 


Grain dealers indicted 
on income tax charges 


NEW ORLEANS (UPI) - 
Eleven men who allegedly 
received more than $700,000 
through illegal export grain 
transactions have been indicted 
for federal income tax evasion. 
A federal grand jury returned 
the indictments Tuesday in con­ 
nection with an investigation of 
the export grain business along 
the lower Mississippi River, the 
world’s busiest export grain 
region. 
“ The investigation is not 
over.” said U.S. Attorney 
Gerald Gallinghouse. “ It is con­ 
tinuing and will continue until 
we’re satisfied that New 
Orleans is crime-free.” 
The grand jury previously in­ 
dicted 27 individuals and two 
companies on charges of 
bribery, conspiracy, fraud, 
theft and other crimes in con­ 
nection with grain exports. 
The indictments generally 
alleged weights or grades of 
grain were misstated and por­ 
tions of export shipments 
withheld and resold to other 
buyers. 


Defendants in the latest 
round of indictments included 
former grain elevator (export 
warehouse) superintendents, 
assistants and weighers, barge 
officers, a tugboat captain and 
others involved in handling ex­ 
port grain. 
They were accused of failing 
to pay $251.581 in income tax on 
$713*840 allegedly earned 
through illegal transactions 
Three of the 11 were accused of 
failing to report nearly $150,000 
each in income over a two-year 
period 
“ We re satisfied that similar 
investigations in other major 
port areas that handle a lot of 
grain will result in similar dis­ 
closures of fraudulent ac­ 
tivity.” Gallinghouse said. “ It 
is our purpose to clean up 
rather than cover up."

SANTA ANA, Calif <UPI) - 
Sen 
John Tunney. D-Calif., 
longtime sponsor and leading 
advocate of national health in* 
sura nee, renounced it Tuesday, 
saying it would set off “ raging 
inflation" and “we just can’t af­ 
ford it now ” 
Tunney said he might be able 
to support federally paid 
medical care some time in the 
future, if the nation's economic 
situation greatly improves, but 
that for the present, he is 
against it. 


He said he opposes the health 
insurance plan introduced by 
Sen 
Edward Kennedy. D- 
Mass . and Rep James Cor* 
man. D-Calif The bill is ex­ 
pected to die in committees in 
this session of Congress 
"It’s going to cost a lot — an 
awful lot,” Tunney said in a 
speech to the Norwalk Coor­ 
dinating Council that marked a 
major shift in his position Only 
last year. Tunney co-sponsored 
the Senate version of the bill 
with Kennedy, his college 


roommate, long time close 
friend and political colleague 
The Kennedy-Corman plan 
“has a price tag of somewhere 
between $25 billion and $35

Import cars grab one in five 
sales in seventh straight month 


DETROIT (UPI) — Imported 
cars grabbed a record one of 
every five sales in July for a 
seventh straight month 
But 
Detroit automakers, struggling 
to pull out of a 22-month slump, 
watched their deliveries slip 8 
per cent to an 11-year low 
For the second month in a 
row, two Japanese autos — 
Toyota and Datsun — were the 
leading imports — ahead of 
traditionally No. 1 Volkswagen 
Toyota sales were up 41 per 
cent from a year ago to a July 
record and Datsun set a new 
mark with a 66 per cent gain. 
Twelve of the m ajor 23 
foreign models set July records 
as imported car sales topped 
last July by nearly 30 per cent 
The 23 import makes accounted 
for 155.074 deliveries - 19.6 per 
cent of total car sales in the 


United States last month. All 
but four topped year-ago levels 
Industry analysts said the 
strong import sales probably 
will continue well above their 
normal 15 per cent share of the 
market 
“They may drop some, but 
there won’t be any sudden or 
d ra m a tic r e v e r s a l.” one 
Detroit analyst said Tuesday. 
“We’ll keep bringing out more 
small cars, but the imports will 
stay pretty high They’ve been 
edging up a point or two every 
year for the past five years.

Sun scorched corn crops 
crackled in the hot wind over

Jam es Boillot, Missouri 
agriculture director, said Tues­ 
day many corn-producing coun­ 
ties have lost up to 50 per cent 
of their crops to the drought.

“ Tall Corn State,” — the 
nation’s No. 1 corn producer — 
may have lost a fifth of its yield 
because of the weather. 
Boillot said north and central 
sections of Missouri received 
only spot showers last month 
Rainfall in some areas fell 
more than four inches short of 
normal, 
“ We’re hurting,” he said “ It 
depends on the maturity of the 
crop, but there’s no doubt it's 
hurting us.” 
A federal crop report said the 
Iowa crop was “ approaching a 
critical stage ” 
Propects for a bumper crop 


in Iowa dwindled with the con­ 
tinued dry weather, according 
to Thatcher Johnson, assistant 
state agriculture secretary. 
Marvin Smart, county exten­ 
sion agent at Indianola, Iowa, 
said some farmers reported 
their anticipated corn yield 
down from 120 bushels an acre 
to 90 bushels an acre — and fall­ 
ing every day 
“ We are going to have to have 
two or three inches to make 
much difference.” Smart said 
“ A half inch isn't going to do 
anything ... except wash some 
of the dust off the leaves.” 
High temperatures, low hu­ 
midity and winds combined to 
create severe fire danger in 
South Dakota and northwest 
Nebraska. 
The U.S. Agriculture Depart­ 
ment said in its weekly crop 
report that continued hot and 
dry weather in the Midwest

Steel price increase announced 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
new price increase announced 
by Armco Steel Corp. - the in­ 
dustry's first in 13 months — 
will raise the cost of steel used 
in a medium-sized car about $34 
and the cost of an average 
refrigerator about $2.12, the 
company says. 
The increase announced Mon­ 
day means the auto companies 
have a choice of either absorb­ 
ing the costs themselves and 
cutting into profits, or passing 
them on to consumers — which 
could have the same effect 
Auto industry sources are 
reported to have told their fleet 
customers prices on 1976 


models could jump as much as 6 
per cent — and that figure ap­ 
parently did not include the ef­ 
fects of higher steel prices 
Armco. the country’s fifth- 
largest steel producer, said it is 
raising prices 9 per cent on 
sheet and flat-rolled steel 
products It was the industry’s 
first increase since July. 1974 
A spokesman for President 
Ford’s Council on Wage and 
Price Stability said. “ We would 
urge other steel producers to 
exercise restraint, both for 
their interests and the public’s 
interest, when considering 
whether to follow Armco.” 
The spokesman said Armco’s 


move was something of a sur­ 
prise since U S Steel and 
Bethlehem, the two industry 
giants, usually set the pace for 
domestic steel prices 


But most steel companies 
reaped the rewards of price in­ 
creases on specialty steel 
products last December. Prices 
of cold-rolled steel, however, 
held the line because of a slack 
demand Armco produces little 
but cold-rolled steel and thus 
has not benefited from a price 
increase since July, 1974. 


The auto and appliance in­ 
dustries are major users of 
cold-rolled sheet steel.

HIROSHIMA. Japan (U PI) - 
Thirty years ago today, the 
United States dropped the 
world's first atomic bomb on 
Hiroshima. 
Thousands of the city’s resi­ 
dents, many still scarred from 
the attack, gathered to observe 
a moment of silence and 
release hundreds of doves in 
memory of the tens of thou­ 
sands killed in the holocaust. 
An unidentified young man 
lunged at the city’s mayor as he 
began a speech in Hiroshima 
Peace Memorial Park. The 
youth, who came within 30 feet 
of Mayor Takeshi Arai, was 
dragged away by police. 
“ Thirty years after this 
event, many in Hiroshima must 
pursue their lives unable to ex­ 
pel the nagging fear that they 
will some day be struck down 
by radiation-related diseases,” 
Arai said. 
“ We continue to appeal that 
there shall be no more 
Hiroshimas ” 
At the edge of the Peace Park 
loomed the gutted dome of the 
city’s Industrial Exhibition 
Building, burned during the A- 
bomb explosion. The bleak 
skeleton, blackened by fire, is 
left standing as a reminder of 
the bombing. 
The ceremonies began short­ 
ly after 8 a.m., today, the time 
the bomb exploded over Hiro­ 
shima 30 years ago with the 
force of 20.000 tons of TNT. in­ 
stantly leveling the center of 
the city. 
The 40,000 persons assembled 
in the park observed a moment 
of silence while a deep bell 
from a Buddhist temple rang 
seven times. 


After the silence hundreds of 
doves were released into the 
air, fillin g the sky with 
whiteness. 
A U.S. B29 bomber named 
“ Enola Gay” dropped the 
world’s first atomic bomb, 
known as “ Little Boy,” on the 
city 560 miles southwest of 
Tokyo as thousands of Japanese 
hurried to work on the morning 
of Aug.6. 1945 
According to a U.S. military 
survey conducted three months 
later. 78,000 persons died in the 
holocaust. Hiroshima officials 
estimated 200.000 persons died 
in the explosion and its after- 
math. 
Three days later a second A- 
bomb was dropped on Nagasaki 
on Japan’s southern island of 
Kyushu. U.S. military authori­ 
ties estimated the death toll 
there at 38.000.

only way to fly 


Lompoc aviators take 
do-it-yourself route

While building anything more daring 
han a spice rack for the little lady’s 
utchen is left more and more to big 
nanufacturers and corporations, there 
s a collection of high-flying souls in 
»mpoc who prefer to express their God- 
;iven right of independence and take 
heir own chances. 
They are members of Chapter 275 of 
he Experimental Aircraft Association 
EAA). They build airplanes which are 
inusually durable, uncommonly inexpen­ 
sive, and unholy high performing. 


True, it takes three to seven years of 
>art-time labor before a homemade job 
takes to the sky, but there is a pride, 
satisfaction and complete familiarity as­ 
sociated with piloting a BP-5 or a PDQ2 
that the owner of a factory-made Piper 
or a Cessna will never know. 
Special talent is not even needed in this 
kind of adventurous, do-it-yourself un­ 
dertaking or so says EAA member 
Richard Makurat: 
“The skills required to build an air­ 
plane — whether wood or metal — are 
not difficult to acquire if you have a little 
time and patience. Also, if a person is a 
member of the Experimental Aircraft 
Association, he can always get help and 
guidance from members. We have a very 
active chapter in Lompoc.” 
There are 18 Lompoc EAA members 
building all sorts of airplanes — from a 
slick-looking, silver craft that will cruise 
over 220 mph on a single rear prop, to a 
precarious-looking contraption that a 
pilot could fall off of if he is careless, or 
so it seems. Its cruising speed should be 
70 mph. 
Certain members, such as Red 
Blackburn, Walden Cooper and Tony 
Ebel, are working on their second or 
third plane. Other members like Joe 
Cox, Monte Finley and M .J. Thomason, 
are assembling their first bird. All are 
sure their crafts will fly and safely. 
This confidence is based on two facts: 
First, homemade airplanes are, with 
notable exceptions, copies of tested 
prototypes. In other words, Blackburn 
bought the plans to the Pitts Special he is 
building and Cox purchased the plans to 
his Stits Playboy. 
The plane’s component parts (engine, 
wheels, prop, brakes) are bought too, 
and they are housed in a frame of 
materials that were purchased raw. 
(In deference to Makurat’s state­ 
ment, member Red Hatmaker contends 
that a builder must be a mechanic, 
welder, cabinet maker, machinist, and a 
specialized upholsterer.) 
A notable exception is the plane that 
Lee M iller is busily building. He 
designed it himself; and designing an 
airplane, Miller unnecessarily reminded 
this writer, is “ quite difficult,” involving 
hundreds of hours of research. 
Miller is a technical supervisor for 
Mercury Engineers on Vandenberg AFB, 
not an aeronautical engineer, yet he 
predicts his Miller Racing Special will 
set a new world’s record in the 125 
horsepower racing class by jetting 230 to 
240 mph. The present record is 212 mph. 
The second fact that accounts for the 
confidence of Lompoc’s airplane- 
builders is that agents from the Federal 
Aviation Administration inspect their 


homemade flying machines at many 
building stages. Miller’s special will be 
inspected eight to 10 times before he 
pilots it into the sky for the Big Test. 
After a final inspection, the feds issue 
an airworthiness certificate with a 
limitation of a 50-mile, daylight flying 
radius. When 50 hours have been logged, 
the plane receives an unlimited air­ 
worthiness 
ce rtifica te 
that, 
nevertheless, must be renewed each 
year. 
Flyers like Makurat and Cooper and 
most of the local EAA members are no 
longer content with simple pleasure fly­ 
ing. They fly to race at maniac speeds 
and to perform breathtaking acrobatic 
maneuvers. 
Most factory-made airplanes are not 
built to stand the stress and strain of rac­ 
ing and loops and rolls; their wings 
would fall off, remarks Cooper. 
So this is one reason a pilot builds his 
own plane. He has to, really. 
And what they build are three times as 
strong as the average factory product, * 
and cost many thousands of dollars less. 
Cooper is building a Pitts Special for 
$3,500. A comparable factory craft would 
cost $10,000 to $18,000 retail. 
Locally, a homemade airplane is as­ 
sembled in a hangar at Santa Barbara 
County Airport in Lompoc after prepara­ 
tion has begun in the builder’s garage at 
home. 
About the EAA chapters nationwide, 
Miller commented, “ We have united 
together for the advancement of avia­ 
tion. Some systems that members invent 
are sometimes picked up by the industry 
and incorporated into newly designed 
aircraft.” 
It was an EAA member, for example, 
who developed one of the Piper designs 
now being manufactured and sold on the 
open market. 
Chapter 275 meets every third Thurs­ 
day of the month at 7:30 p.m. at the air­ 
port.

Walton scolds press 


NEW YORK (U PI) - Pro basketball player Bill Walton had a lecture for the 
press Tuesday - he told reporters he doesn’t like the way they live. 
The former UCLA star joined lawyer William Kunstler, reputed Black 
Liberation Army member Curtis Mullins and other spokespersons of the New 
Left at a news conference called in support of Jack and Micki Scott. 
The Scotts have been subpoenaed to appear before a federal grand jury in­ 
vestigating the Patty Hearst case and both said Tuesday they plan “ total non­ 
collaboration with the U.S. government and its police agencies.” 


Walton, his beard flowing and face reddened from the sun, said he 
emphatically supports that view. 
“ Lookin’ at the folks here today and realizing the situation that we’re all fac­ 
ing, it’s obvious to me that you folks have been lied to for a major portion of 
your lives,” the 24-year-old Portland Trail Blazer center told a Manhattan 
news conference. 
“ Look at the way you dress; look at the way you live; look at the way you 
relate to other people,” said Walton, who sported a khaki jungle jacket over his 
bare chest. “ They’re just, you know, one lie after another — one contradiction 
after another.” 
... .. 
Speaking of the Scotts and their seven-month entanglement with the FBI, 
Walton said, “ only one issue is involved here and that is the issue of who are the 
criminals in this case. 
__ . 
“ Check it out brothers and sister. Check out your banker. Check out your 
landlord. Check out your corporation executive who lives next door. Check out 
the folks who live in the Pentagon over there. And then I want you to check out 
theTolks who are up sitting here today." he said pointing to the Scotts. Kunstler 
and the rest. 
Walton returned his attention to the press: “ I think it’s about time some of 
you folks start drawing some better conclusions about what’s coming down in 
this country. ’Cause I think a lot of people in the press must, you know, be 
listening to those lies that they’ve been told too many times in their lives. ” 
Then he left with a parting note: “ Like a lot of us are learning a lot and are 
going to be learning more in the future and 
h*ve * 
other people what we know so that they can make decisions out of knowledge 
rather than out of ienorance."

Manager Earl Weaver of the 
Baltimore Orioles offered pitcher Jim 
Palmer the highest praise he could think 
of but second baseman Denny Doyle of 
the Boston Red Sox went him one better.

athletes as godlike, but so do 
some players. Dolphin lineman 
Norm Evans, a preacher-man 
of a kind, wrote in his book "On 
God’s Squ ad ,” that 
“ I 
guarantee you Christ would be 
the toughest guy who ever 
played this game. If he were 
alive today I would picture a 
six-foot, six-inch, 260-pound 
defensive tackle who would 
always make the big piays and 
would be hard to keep out of the 
backfield for offensive linemen 
like myself ...

"A feeling irresistible shot 
through me and I bowed my 
head to hide the tears. Then I 
said, “Goodby. boys, I am done 
with this living.’ And, saying 
this, I dropped into the Pacific 
Garden Mission and yielded 
myself to God ” 
He gave up the wild and wool­ 
ly life, but not baseball, yet 
Later Rev. Sunday described a 
wonderful catch he made in a 
game and said. "You can’t con­ 
vince me God did not help me 
that day, because I tried to ‘trot 
square.”’ 
Some observers see the in­ 
terest in religion by athletes as 
this kind of “foxhole" belief in

pressure and seek any kind of 
so la c e or a s s is ta n c e or 
guidance they can get.

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Hiss may resume career in law 


BOSTON iUPI) - Alger Hiss 
can now resume the law career 
interrupted 23 years ago when 
he was convicted for pwjury in 
the “Pumpkin Papers” case - 
the incident that Initially 
propelled Richard Nixon into 
the national spotlight 
Hiss was disbarred August, 
1952, shortly after the convic­ 
tion that landed him in prison 
for 44 months in the most 
celebrated Communist spy case 
of the turbulent Joe McCarthy 
era. He always has maintained 
his innocence. 
The Massachusetts Supreme 
Court Tuesday ordered that 
Hiss be readmitted to practice 
law in the state. 
Hiss, now 69. sells stationery 
supplies for a New York com­ 
pany. He applied for reinstate­ 
ment to the bar in November 
Robert DeGiacomo, counsel 
for the Massachusetts Board of 


Bar Overseers, said Tuesday 
there was no further barrier to 
Hiss’s becoming an attorney 
again He said Hiss’s lawyers 
probably would begin the for­ 
mal readmission procedure 
soon 


The ruling marked Hiss’s se­ 
cond victory in a week in his 
campaign to clear his name. 
Last Thursday, the U S 
Justice Department said it had 
turned over to Hiss’s lawyers 
the ‘‘Pumpkin Papers” film in­ 
volved in the trial which ended 
with the conviction of Hiss on 
two counts of perjury in 
January, 1950 
That trial placed Nixon, then 
an obscure California congress­ 
man who probed the case, in the 
political spotlight. 


The conviction hinged on 
testimony by Whittaker Cham­ 


bers. a confessed turmei Com­ 
munist agent. He said Hiss, 
then a State Department of­ 
ficial, transmitted secret pa­ 
pers to him. 
They alfegedly were put into 
a pumpkin for safekeeping. 
However, questions have arisen 
about the authenticity of the 
“Pumpkin Papers.” 
The Bar Overseers had voted 
against reinstating Hiss be­ 
cause he would not admit his 
guilt to show repentence and 
rehabilitation. 
“No person should be re­ 
quired to confess guilt for an of­ 
fense he honestly believes he 
did not commit,” the court said 
in its unanimous decision, writ­ 
ten by Chief Justice G. Joseph 
Tauro. “Accordingly, the court 
refused to disqualify Hiss solely 
because of his continued 
protestations of innocence.”

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Voting Rights Act, designed to 
make sure none of America's 
minorities is denied the right to 
vote, is considered by many the 
most effective civil rights bill 
ever passed. 
President Ford was to sign 
legislation extending that law 
for another seven years today. 
The law was passed in 1965 
and aimed at encouraging 
blacks to register and vote in 
the South Since then federal 
examiners, registrars and poll 
watchers have been sent into 
areas where blacks were denied 
voting rights 
Another provision required 
state and local election law 
changes to be cleared in ad­ 
vance by the U.S. Justice 
Department. 
In the past 10 years, more 
than a million blacks have been 
registered and almost 1,000 


blacks have won elective office 
in the seven southern states 
covered by its federal preclear­ 
ance provisions: Virginia, 
North Carolina. South Carolina, 
Georgia. Alabama, Louisiana 
and Mississippi. 
After a Southern filibuster at­ 
tempt was broken in the Senate, 
Congress voted last month to 
extend the act’s protections for 
another seven years, scrapping 
an original 10-year extension 
approved by the house 
The extension will substan­ 
tially broaden the law’s scope, 
bringing 
Spanish-speaking 
Americans and other minorities 
under its provisions and thus 
applying it to a number of ad­ 
ditional states. 
Other provisions will require 
language minorities be provid­ 
ed special bilingual voter as­ 
sistance in registering and 
voting procedures

tion, on whose least inflection sits the 
scaffolding of myriad decisions of the 
Supreme Court which tell us such earthy 
th in g s as th a t we m ay not be 
electrocuted, or that we must send our 
children to a school of another man's 
choice or that we cannot praise God on 
government premises. All other political 
instruments tend to have a symbolic im­ 
portance, if they have any importance at 
all; and. most usually, they are attrac­ 
tive nuisances. 
The Soviet Union ratified the Univer­ 
sal Declaration of Human Rights and its 
social and economic counterpart in the 
fall of 1973 without the least attraction to 
its obligations — indeed, it serves the 
Soviet Union primarily as a catalogue of 
human rights they can deprive the people 
of, lest, carelessly, they forget, and in­ 
advertently permit a human right to sur­ 
vive in the Soviet state. 
Even so, if we take the arguments of 
C.L. Sulzberger and A Solzhenitsyn, up 
against the arguments of G. Ford and H. 
Kissinger, there is no question who wins. 
The critics of the Helsinki operation are 
saying very simply that the effect of the 
entire exercise is to sanctify the status 
quo. This means a great many things, but 
primarily that the captive nations will 
continue under Soviet domination, and 
never mind that the Soviet empire con­ 
tinues to seek to subvert the govern­ 
ments of other countries and to upset the 
status quo elsewhere The State Depart­ 
ment’s argument that, after all, the 
Helsinki document authorizes peaceable 
changes in existing boundaries is about 
as relevant as the argument of an 
abolitionist in 1789 to the effect that the 
Constitution, while authorizing slavery, 
also set up a mechanism for amending 
the Constitution. 
The fact of the matter is that day after 
day, month after month, the Soviet 
Union emerges as resolute, strong, im­ 
perious, condescending even; while the 
United States loses its allies in huge 
hunks of the world as a result of an inep­ 
titude so colossal it can only issue, as the 
great Cassandra of our generation 
predicted 20 years ago, from a fatal in­ 
ternal weakness. He sensed, Whittaker 
Chambers said in his autobiography 
describing the day he left the Communist 
party, that he was leaving the winning 
side, in order to join the losing side. 
History has tiresomely confirmed the 
correctness of his judgment. 
It is easy to understand a lot of things. 
Easy to understand, for instance, why 
the United States would not, or could not 
go to war to save Hungary, or to save 
Czechoslovakia; easy, even, to unders­ 
tand why, at the margin, we simply 
packed up and left Indochina, never mind 
our treaty obligations and the rest of it. 
What is not easy to understand is the air 
of jubilation we crank up every time we 
get fleeced. 
When the principal foreign writer for 
the New York Times is appalled by our 
tergiversation in Helsinki, it is time for a 
quite general alarm. Why was it neces­ 
sary? Because West Germany, France, 
and England wanted us to go to Helsinki? 
Well, assuming we did not dare risk their 
displeasure, why send President Ford 
over there with cases of champagne? 
Why not send an under-secretary of 
state, leaving Ford conspicuously ab­ 
sent? Why couldn’t Ford, while visiting 
in Auschwitz, read aloud the provisions 
of the Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights, and ask the question openly: 
What is the point of yet another docu­ 
ment, when the document we formulated 
25 years ago, ratified in the Soviet Union 
two years ago, goes unremarked except 
at synthetic celebrations at the United 
Nations where no one dares address the 
Soviet delegate about his violations of it? 
After a while, Neville Chamberlain 
stopped celebrating Nazi Germany’s 
successes. Why is it necessary for us to 
continue to celebrate the successes of 
the Soviet Union? Do we believe that by 
so doing we can transmute them into 
successes for the free world? The most 
appropriate gesture, at Helsinki, would 
have been to decline to accept an English 
translation of the 106-page document. 
Why not just let it circulate in Russian, 
for the personal delight of Leonid 
Brezhnev? After all, who else has 
anything to celebrate?

Vandenberg Air Force 
Base was booming along with the town, 
along with the newspaper. The boom had 
come so quickly that the newspaper had 
no opportunity to keep up in a production 
sense other than by hard, individual 
work, long hours and by being fast. 
There was no time for dilly-dallying. 
There was no time for a composing room 
to wait on an editorial department. We 
had to keep one step ahead of that com­ 
posing room all of the time and Don was 
there to always make sure that we did. 
As things settled down, it was then pos­ 
sible for Don to investigate the newer 
technology of newspaper production. Of­ 
fset printing was the coming thing and 
Don saw this and made the plans for the 
complete conversion. As they were im­ 
plemented, the linotypes went along with 
the old printers and a new era arrived. 
We are sure that Don, in some ways, was 
saddened at such required change, much 
as we were. 
We had our differences, for sure. In 
such situations, he was a great adver­ 
sary and when the arguments were over, 
whether we won or lost, we always 
recognized a twinkle in his eye that 


signaled that the battle was over. 
Don left his legacy to the newspaper 
profession, and in particular, to the Lom­ 
poc Record.

What at first blush may seem a silly 
idea for a temporary State Capitol may 
contain the germ of an idea which might 
not only save the state money but prove 
to be a boon for the Capital City. This is 
the proposal to acquire Sacramento’s 
only major downtown hotel to house the 
legislative bodies during the rebuilding 
period. 


When the Legislature opted to rebuild 
the State Capitol for seismic safety, its 
decision was influenced by cost es­ 
timates. In fact, so compelling was the 
money factor that it rejected the idea of 
an entire new plant or a complete rebuild 
to a large scale of the old Capitol. 
Instead of voting to raze the old and 
rebuild while retaining its exterior 
design, it will strengthen the shell and 
remodel the interior. The result no doubt 
will be workable but far short of over­ 
coming some of its functional deficien­ 
cies. 
In any event whatever the estimates 
may have been, the final accounting will 
fina them far exceeded as labor and 
m aterial continue to spiral. Not 
reckoned initially will be the expenses in 
establishing temporary facilities to con­ 
tinue legislative operations during the 
long months of restoration. 
Various schemes for such accommoda­ 
tions are being kicked around. Probably 


the most inexpensive would be the con­ 
version of the two largest committee 
hearing rooms in the Capitol Annex as 
temporary chambers for the two houses. 
Another proposal has been for the leas­ 
ing of Sacramento’s new convention 
center. That spacious combination of 
auditoriums is finding much less use than 
the proponents, who spurred its con­ 
struction despite two voter rejections of 
bonds for that purpose, had exuberantly 
predicted. Still another option advanced 
is for the purchase of a discarded down­ 
town movie palace. 


The hotel purchase is the latest brain­ 
storm to emerge as the members fran­ 
tically search for some place to do 
business. In itself it is probably a bum 
idea. Although located conveniently 
across from the Capitol it is more than 50 
years old and would require extensive 
alterations and improvements just to 
meet the temporary useage. And what 
could one do with the ancient hulk 
thereafter? 


But the suggestion provokes an exten­ 
sion of the idea. Why not start from 
scratch and build a structure which 
would meet the needs of the moment and 
thereafter be easily converted into 
facilities common to a first class major 
hotel? This would provide ample un­ 
derground parking, large halls and aux­ 


iliary rooms. These could later be 
altered to dining rooms, street floor 
shops and the other usual hotel needs. 
If such a structure were designed to 
support a high rise building the project 
could subsequently be completed to 
provide hotel rooms by a private 
enterpreneur or by the state. In either 
case, instead of blowing a bundle for 
transitory legislative use on some 
property which thereafter would have 
little value, the state would end up with a 
highly desireable and m arketable 
facility. 
For the fact is that Sacramento is 
hungering for a new modern first class 
downtown hotel. The lack of it is one of 
the reasons its convention center has 
failed to attract. 
And, although the year around 
legislative sessions have diminished the 
need for hotel rooms near the Capitol as 
the members and lobbyists have taken 
up more permanent quarters, there are 
still hundreds flocking in and out of the 
state's capital city to attend legislative 
hearings and other government business. 
On reflection it probably won’t happen 
since the lawmakers are in tod big a 
hurry to get on with the restoration 
program. Besides, having never acted to 
benefit the community which hosts the 
Capitol, why start now?

A game 


WASHINGTON - (NEA) - Don’t 
trust the latest predictions on what’s 
next with prices, jobs or the economy 
generally. 
There’s no evidence today’s forecasts 
are better than the predictions which 
preceded the 1974-75 recession. 
Government and academic economists 
have not yet done the 
research necessary to 
a c h ie v e 
b e tte r 
m easuring stick s. 
Methods are being 
changed, but there is 
little assurance the 
sh ifts w ill m ake 
forecasts much more 
reliable. All that is 
certain is that some of 
the new form ulas, 
developed after the 
current recession was 
in full swing, would 
have predicted the sad shape of the 
economy more quickly and accurately. 
But it is relatively easy to build a 
model which predicts the past precisely. 
Any economist worth his salt can keep 
jiggering with his equations and the date 
he selects until they match last years’ 
curve. That doesn’t mean his formulas 
will work for next year. 
B asically, the problem is that 
econonyc research is in such a primitive 
stage that, in the mean, the experts don’t 
know what they’re measuring or what 
the measurements signify. 
Economists are basically artists. They 
use the latest in computers and advanced 
mathematical techniques. Their equa­ 
tions are marvels to behold. This does 
not make them scientists. Science con­ 
sists of precise measurements and the 
testing of theory against reality. Most 
economic theories and predictions, on 
the contrary, are based on assumptions 
which vary according to the individual 
philosophy of the economists concerned. 
Computers and mathematical equations 
do not correct wrong assumptions or in­ 
accurate data. 
But there’s more to the problem than 
the economists. For one, the required 
data isn’t available. Accurate economic 
forecasting requires hundreds of thou­ 
sands — some would say millions — of 
bits and pieces of accurate information. 
Many companies, because it’s not neces­ 
sary for business operations, inevitably 
don’t keep records of numbers of items 
economists think they want. 
A great deal of the available data is 
kept in one form by some companies, in 
other forms by others. This lacks of un­ 
iformity makes it next to impossible to 
add up results in any meaningful way. 
The economists, thus far, are not, 
after all, certain of what data they want. 
They’re in the process of trying one thing 
and another, to see what works. This 
would be relatively easy if they were 
dealing with one or two firms. But to get 
clear results would require that the 
economists be able to tell thousands of 
companies to change their reporting 
systems every so often to provide the dif­ 
ferent bits of data the economists would 
need for a new round of trial and error. 
This is obviously impossible if the 
economy is to keep going. 
W ith th e d o lla r ’s v alu e, and 
commodity-product prices constantly 
changing, the economists have not found 
an accurate way to compare one year’s 
data with that of other years. They have 
not figured out a means for comparing a 
1975 product with a 1974 model in 
meaningful terms. 
They do not know how to compare a 
labor force working at full tilt and one 
working at lower efficiency because of a 
cutback in sales, but kept on the job 
because an employer believes he will 
need those same men next month or six 
months hence and does not want to lose 
them. 


The economists frequently do not dif­ 
ferentiate accurately between sales and 
deliveres in the detail needed, or how to 
m easure stockpiling or inventory 
building with any degree of correctness, 
it being all too similar to “adding apples 
and oranges.” Being able to gather this 
data for one product or another is one 
thing. Toting it all up to evaluate the 
state of the economy is another.
